W hy, sir, it is proverb­ 
ial how well corn, oats, &c., grow 
after cotton; and the “ old fogies” 
have ascribed it to the land being 
clear of grass; but, sir it is owing 
to tlie subsoihng operation of the 
cotton roots, together with the in­ 
organic m anures brought from the 
subsoil and dropped with the cot­ 
ton leaves upon the surface. There 
fore m anure your land every year 
andg^eep it in cotton.
